Hid, is pastor of the Methodist 
church, and we were not surprised to 
learn that his learning, pity, eloquence 
and lovely nature have capitivated 
eveiyone. 

Mrs. Will V. Liilard, who as Miss 
Louise I'ai lin, of Covlngton.was the at- 
tractive guest of Judge and Mrs A. R. 
Huruam here in IflM, is the mother of 
a bright boy. Master WIUsMB Tallin, 
llt-r husbaud is a leading citizen, son 
of ihe late respected Col. C C. Llllard. 
Mrs." Tarliu in a great social favorite. 

Col. S. D. Smith (the 8. D. signifying 
Straight Democracy) whe constructed 
the artificial stone pavements in Rich- 
mond in '"JO-'Ul, is engaged in that work 
there. We can say truthfully that of 
the ten thousand square yards he made 
in Richmond not over two per tent, 
has proven faulty, a wonderful record. 

Fiank Tevis, eon of Mr. Doc Tevis, of 
Kirksville, is achieving deserved 
success as a merchant. He is well-liked 
and is loyal to the welfare 
of his new home and ever ready to ad- 
vatice or protect her interests. At the 
frifiueut fires that devastate the place, 
Mr. Tevis is a leading voluuteer in the 
lire department taking his life io his 
baud to save the property of others. 

Mr. Charles Bond is probably the 
town's greatest benefactor, having beeu 
I largely iusli umenul in her growth and 
material advancement. His invest- 
ments are iu every form of industry. 
Such a citizen is of uutold value to any 
place. 

Lawreuceburg is sadly in need of lire 
protection. The money saved in re- 



While no town in the T.iou In the surface voices of the Utrongs 
State has more new buildings, no town

A city that can Iwast of a well kept

The design is 
unique, wonderfully striking iu its 
massi veness, and will bear the name of 
iU honored dead to the remotest future. 

Another costly, but more ornate 
piece of work is the mouument of the 
late Win. II. McBrayer, a benefactor of 
Central University, aud uncle of Mrs. 
J. V. Logan, deceased. It is au oblong 
tomb. beauUfully chiseled and sur- 
mounted by a great am. 

Three particularly fine marble shafts 
arc those of the late Col. T. H. Hanks. 
Virs. Wm. F. ISond and Mrs. Cliarlen 
Bond. The latter was the beautiful

of monuments cost between f 10,000 and 
$15,000, and all were erected within the 
last live or six years. 

Capt. Ed Bell, w ho was one of Col- 
lector Rodes' office corps, but who is 
now in Collector Yerke's office at Dan- 
ville, resides in Lawrenceburg, and is 
one of her most popular citizens.

The campaign is over but we must 
call attention to another of the false re- 
ports sent broadcast by the newspaper 
correspondents. This is an extract 
from the report signed by Carl Daily, 
a traveliug correspondent, w ho either 
was not here at all or w ho is a pat-t- 
manter in the art of lying lor political 
effect :

The weste'n sttttion repo-ts the 
acreage the aauic as last yi ar, the in- 
crease Ijeing I" the centra! sccthm 
The southeastern section, where i-om- 
p.irative'.v little wheat U grown, is not 
included in the estimate of acreage ami 
condition of l he wheat crop. 

A considerable number nf counties 
show a substantial increase in acreage 
and a la« of these report it the largest 
iu the history of ihe count es. This is 
olTset by leporta from counties where 
the drouth prevenUd the seedi'iu of 
auv but ihe tol ac;o and corn lands, l y 
reason of « hicli I be a. renge is materia'- 
ly reduci'd. 

The ti-uditiou;compaoswiih avi r.igo 
I year is !»7. For the past three years 
the conditiou on November 1 has la-en 
as follows: 180H Mi 1897. 02; 18<J7. «i. 
In the weslern section the On ndHI — is 
97, » bile for the central section it is 90. 

The soil was in most excellent con- 
dition for seeding, and generally tlu te 
was sulllcient moisture lo peiudt rapid 
and pcifect geruii nation. As a result 
the stand is good and the plant is vig- 
orous. In a number of counties local 
showers from time to time have made 
the conditiou phenomenally high. In 
the central section, Houibon county re- 
ports the coudition HO compared with 
average years; Clark, 120; Scott. 115; 
Lincoln, la), and Madison, 125. 

Iu the western section, Hickman re- 
ports a condition of 120 and l^irue a 
condition of 125. 

Against these very favorable re- 1 
ports, however, are ruports from coun- 
ties where the drouth was hing and 
severe and where the plant had diffi- 
culty in sustaining itself against the 
combined iufluences of heat ami lack of 
moisture. In such counties the condi- 
tion is cerre*|K>iidingly low. Some in- 
jury also has resulted from insects. In 
Mercer county cut worms have caused 
considerable damage, and in Warren 
the crop is infested with -ny," rcsowing 
to some extent being necssary. 

Ou the whole, however, farmers have 
every reason to be encouraged by the 
prosit*. The cultivation was proba- 
bly never better, and now that the 
drouth is broken, we may expect an 
improvement ou eveu the present flat- 
tering outlook 

PASTl KKS AND I.IVK STOCK. 

Pastures have improved slightly dur 
ing the month. The condition Novem- 
ber 1 averages 09 as against 65 on Octo- 
ber 1. Feuding has been uecessary. 
and where neglected, stock cattle es- 
pecially, are reduced in flesh. Far- 
mers have curtailed the number of 
stock on hand so as to belter enable 
them lo cure for the remainder. Few 
cattle are being fed for market, and 
on account of the aSsei.ee of the usual 
grazing and the scarcity of stock water 
the Bianlttil of theRe is but 8(5 com- 
pared with average jears. 

Hogg have been marketed freely, aud 
but a small portion of the number fed 
remains unsold. The condition, com 
pared with average years, is 90. Thirty 
two correspondents report h<g cholera 
aud i»7 report none iu county. 

The weaiher has beeu favorable ai:U 
good prooie«8 has lieen made in hous- 
ing the corn crop. The yield has 
proven disappointing, falling far below 
expectations. More than the usual at- 
tention has been given to saving the 
fodder crop, jtnd the supply, of rough- 
age is considered ample.
